Good 
order  was  maintained,  and  good  improvement  made,  especially  in 
reading  and  arithmetic.

Both  summer  and  winter  terms  taught  by  Nellie  E.  Hunkius,  of 
Groton.     Good  improvement  made  in  both  terms. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

Summer  and  winter  terms  taught  by  Carrie  A.  Hall,  of  Groton, 
with  good  success. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

Summer  term  taught  by  Eliza  M.  Blodgett  of  Dorchester  A  good 
school.  Winter  term  taught  by  Lucy  E.  Reed  of  Dorchester.  The 
scholars  made  good  improvement  in  all  their  studies,  especially  in 
arithmetic.

Most  of  our  schools  have  been  under  the  management  of  good 
teachers.  A  great  deal  of  responsibility  rests  with  the  prudential 
committee  ;  it  is  rather  their  duty  to  use  more  exertion  to  secure  the 
services  of  competent  teachers.  A  teacher  should  possess  good  mor- 
als atid  gentle  manners,  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  branches 
to  be  tauglit.  He  should  wear  a  pleasant  countenance,  cultivate  a 
cheerful  disposition,  be  social  with  his  pupils  out  of  school,  and  he 
will  seldom  fail  to  be  master  in  school.  A  great  responsibility  rests 
U[)()n  school  U',achers.  They  are  looked  to  by  tlieir  pui)ils  as  their 
o-uide,  Uicrefiiri!  they  should  set  an  example  for  them  worthy  to  be 
followed.  [fi)aioiils  would  take  more  interest  in  schools,  visit  them 
occasionally,  it  would  tend  to  encourage  both  teacher  and  scholars, 
and  thereby  promote  the  interest  of  their  schools.
